WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—(#)—The Navy liberalized its point 


discharge system today to grant 


one quarter of a point for every 


month’s service outside the continental United States since Sept. 1, 1939. 


Prices Due 
To Stay Up 
For While 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—(UP) 
A major portion of the wartime 
increases in prices and the cost 
of living will remain through the 
reconversion period, a Labor De- 
partment survey showed tonight. 


The survey, soon to be publish- 
ed, is based on a summary of 
data bearing on proposals for re- 
vising upward the minimum wage 
provisions of the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act. It concluded that, at 
the present time, a minimum wage 
of 60 to 80 cents an hour will 
be necessary to provide a sub- 
‘ gistence standard of living for un- 

_ skilled workers. 

President Truman, in his recon- 
version message to congress last 
week, asked the legislators to 
make “a substantial upward revi- 
sion” in the minimum wage which 
is now 40 cents. He also asked 
that coverage be extended to agri- 
cultural processing workers and 
others not now protected. 


FALLS SHORT 

Organized labor is supporting 
measures before congress to raise 
the minimum to 65 cents an hour 
now and to 75 cents in two years. 

The forthcoming report will say 
that, “although the 40-cent mini- 
mum wage objective of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act was achiev- 
ed in monetary terms substantial- 
ly in advance of October, 1945, in 
terms of real wages it now falls 
far short of the goal envisioned 
by the congress and actually rep- 
esents somewhat less than did the 
30-cent stautory minimum effec. 
tive yal d six years ago.”

Today’s order also set a sepa-

Navy Secretary Forrestal told 
reporters the credit for sea and 
overseas service was granted in 
lieu of any immediate reduction 
in critical scores, but added that 
reductions in the required total 
will be made as promptly as con- 
ditions permit. 

Approximately 1,100 doctors 
will become eligible for release 
when their point system becomes 
effective Sept. 15, he estimated, 
along with 20,000 pharmacists 
mates and 9,000 hospital corpsmen 
and 500 nurses. 

Dentists were previously eligible 
under the same critical score as 
other officers, 49 points. 

Old point credits, which con- 
tinue in effect, were: One-half 
point for each year of age to the 
nearest birthday; one-half point 
for each month of active service 
since Sept. 1, 1939; and 10 points 
for dependency, regardless of the 
number of dependents.

MELBOURNE, Sept. 9.—(/)—

In the light of these evils, I will 
enforce most rigorously all orders 
issued to you, so let there be no 
delay in fulfillment, at your 
peril.”

Aboard the Australian frigate

negotiations continued for surren- 
der of the enemy in British Bor- 
neo. 

Maj. Gen. E. J. Milford, of the

Formal surrender of all south- 
east Asia, the Netherlands East 
Indies and islands to the east will 
take place Wednesday at Singa- 
pore.

Loan Plans 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—(#)— 
'Somewhere between Shylock and 
Santa Claus, the position depend- 
ing on the point of view, Uncle 
Sam will take his stand this week 
as the chief lender of the postwar 
world. 

To start off the flow of unpre- 
dictable billions of dollars, the 
French are slats _* loan of 
many. millions, -pxobably within a 
few days. 

The British, represented by 
Lord Keynes, economist, and their 
Ambassador, Lord Halifax, will 
begin discussions Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday to find out what sort of 
financial assistance they can get. 
Dutch, Belgian, Russian, Chinese 
and other requests are piling up. 


BILLIONS ASKED 

Some official estimates made by 
authorities familiar with what 
foreign governments are asking 
say that the United States has re- 
quests for more than $6,000,000.- 
000 during the next 12 months to 
finance purchases in this country, 
and that additional billions will 
be sought over the succeeding two 
years. 

At the moment the government 


lending except that it intends to 
give financial help to the extent 
of the nation’s ability to those 
countries which require it to get 
back on their economic feet. The 
case of France is probably most 
urgent of all, although the Neth- 
erlands and Belgium have press- 
ing need to keep imports going 
into their countries. 

Along with all the other nations 
receiving lend-lease during the 
war, France suffered a severe eco- 
nomic shock when sudden victory 
over Japan brought an end to 
lend-lease supplies. The French, 
however, have an agreement to 
keep on getting supplies on credit. 
What they have needed is some- 
one to finance the credit. 


POWER EXPANDED 

For this purpose the govern- 
ment has expanded the lending 
powers of the Export-Import Bank 
to a total of $3,500,000,000. Of 
this approximately $3,000,000,000 
is available for lending and most 
of it, bank officials say, will go 
to finance post lend-lease pur- 
chases in this country. 

The French about a month ago 
estimated that they would need 
two loans, totaling $545,000,000 to 
finance their post lend-lease cred- 
its. Recently they have become 
worried about the delay in getting 
the money. Certain food supplies 
particularly beans and peas, are 
failing of shipment for lack of fi- 
nancing. 

The Export-Import Bank board 
is scheduled to meet Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. It is not expected to grant 
the whole sum which the French 
want but it may vote, at this or a 
subsequent session, a loan of 
smaller size’ to cover immediate 
needs while American officials de- 
cide the limits of their over-all 
lending policy.

He said the Japanese appeared 
to be doing everything in their 
power to follow Allied instructions 
and he warned his troops that “the 
occupation of Japan must take 
place without unnecessary violence 
ang without undue oppression.” 

MacArthur now has between 
70,000 and 80,000 men in Japan to 
back up his demands, according 
to unofficial estimates, and two 
new divisions are landing in the, 
American beachhead south of) 
Tokyo.

HOKKAIDO IN HAND 


As new thousands of Americans 
swarmed into Japan, the Japa- 
nese officially surrendered Korea, 
northern Honshu and the north- 
ernmost home island of Hokkaido 
in brief ceremonies yesterday, and 
1,000,000 Japanese were formally 
surrendered in China, bringing an 
eight-year War to an end,

All necessary instructions to a® 
tain these objectives will be given 
to Emperor Hirohito and his gov- 
ernment and every opportunity 
will be given for them to carry 
out the Allied orders “without fur- 
ther compulsion,” MacArthur said. 

“Occupation forces will act prin- 
cipally as an agency upon which 
the supreme commander for Allied 
powers may call if necessary to 
secure compliance with his instruc- 
tions to the Japanese imperial 
government,” the statement said.

Wang's associates said he ex- 
pected to be here two weeks.

BIG FIVE DIRECTS 

The Big Five are directing the 
negotiations.

Even in CIO the heads of their powerful unions stay back where 
they can keep their fingers on the throttles of their own unions. 


Phil Murray is more of a leader than William Green. but he has 
no more power than the men who really have the power are willing 
to pass on to him.

W ASHINGTON.—President Truman’s tender 

of the office of solicitor general of the United 

States to Gov. Ellis Arnall represents about the 

highest tribute that could be paid to the legal. attainments of the 
popular young Georgia executive. 

Only men of the most eminent standing of the bar are, as a rule, 
chosen for that post, 

In proof of this it is only necessary to cite some of the men wha 
formerly held the office. Two present members of the United States 
supreme court are former solicitors general—Stanley Reed, of Ken- 
tucky, and Robert F. Jackson, of New York. 

Another is former Atty. Gen. Francis Biddle. Both Mr. Biddle 
and Mr. Jackson moved up to the cabinet from the solicitor gen- 
eralship. Mr. Reed went directly from the office to the highest 
tribunal, as many of his predecessors had before him. 

One of the most distinguished solicitor generals of our time was 
John W. Davis, the Democratic nominee for president in 1924. 

Sucn is the high company to which the Governor of Georgia will 
be elevated, if he accepts the appointment offered by the President. 

The solicitor generalship is the highest active legal office in the 
federal government. While the attorney general] sits over him in a 
directing capacity, it is the function of the solicitor general to pre- 
sent al! cases before the supreme court involving litigation with 
the United States.

: Naturally in proceedings of that kind the gov- 
Requirements ernment must be represented by a man of great 
legal talents. The attorney general, who functions more as a policy 
maker, need not necessarily be too well versed in the law; but the 
solicitor general must be both a close student of the law and a 
good advocate. 

The thing that called President Truman’s attention to the quali- 
fications of the Georgia Governor was his recent appearance before 
the supreme court in the freight rate case. Arnall handled himself 
admirably in that proceeding. 

In winning a five-to-four decision from the court in the tssues 
raised. he bested the best legal talent the leading railroads of the 
country could muster. Pitted against him were some of the abiest 
railroad lawyers in the nation. 

The Georgia Governor went before the court with a thorough 
knowledge of the law involved. He was easily the master of every 
situation, : 

When the necessity arose for Mr. Truman to look around for a 
new solicitor general, Charles Fahy, the incumbent, having accepted 
an assignment abroad, he therefore had no hesitancy in offering 
the post to Arnall. 

Because of the high importance of the office Georgia members 
of congress, for the most part, do not see how the Governor cag 
afford not to accept. 

Not all of them, by any means, would like to see him give up 
the governorship. They realize that the state would probably be 
thrown into political turmoil incident to the special election that 
would have to be called to name his successor.

anvway. and the same political situation will be coming along next 
summer in any event; so that he might as well go ahead and take 
the offer while it is open, most seem to feel. 

Under the circumstances it should be very difficult for him to 
reject the appointment. The opportunities for advancement in the 
national political picture are too great, it seems, to refuse. 

For one thing. he would be immediately in line for a place in 
the cabinet as the next attorney general. Or he might move up 
directly to the supreme court, as others have done in the past. 

For another thing, Gov. Arnall, at 38, is still a young man and 
the prestige he gained as solicitor general should be worth $100,000 
a vear to him in private law practice, if he should ever leave the 
government service for the pursuit of his profession. 

So far as known here the Governor has not yet informed the 
President of his decision in the matter, but these are points which, 
it is believed, will weigh heavily in favor of him accepting.

Wings Way 
Over America 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9.—() 
s. powerful, four-ergined C-54

OSLO, Sept. 9.—(#)—Maj. Vid- 
kun Quisling, Norway’s wartime 
puppet chief, will know at 2 p. m. 
tomorrow (7 a. m., CWT) the ver- 
dict in his treason trial. Judge 
Kruse-Jensen said tonight that the 
decision will. be broadcast to the 
country at that time. 

Under Norwegian law, Quisling 
may ask for commutation or re- 
duction of whatever sentence he 
receives if adjudged guilty, but, 
unlike merican law, he cannot 
ask for a new trial. 

In the event of a death sentence 
—legalized by a new law—Quis- 
ling would be shot, probably with- 
in three weeks after conviction, 
by a 10-man firing squad. Execu- 
tion of such a sentence, however, 
possibly would be delayed i*° Quis- 
ling were held as a witness in the 
trials of others charged with 
crimes against the Norwegian 
people.
